PROfKEDISGS OF THE DECATUB 


MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


Pursuant toadjouramont the Decatur 


Medical Society convened at three o'clock 
p. m., on Friday last, in Drs. Moore & 
Barnes' office. Dr. Barnes in the chair. 
After the usual business of the Society 
was disposed of in Its legitimate order 
the Society next proceeded to take up 
the subject named in the preceding min- 
utes for discussion, viz: "Typhoid Fe- 
ver." 


Dr. Barnes opened the discussion by 


taking up the anatomical lesions of this 
disease, the condition of the whole tract 
of the alimentary canal, the various 
changes in the glands of 
Brunner, 


Pcyer, Solitary and Mesentery glands; 
spokc'of the changes this disease makes 
in the liver, pancreas and stomach: de- 
scribed in a groat measure and with 
clear distinctness those pathological con- 
ditions which are presented in post 
mortem examinations, and spoke ear- 
nestly upon the necessity of every physi- 
cian becoming thoroughly acquainted 
with those changes and conditions which 
are prevalent in this disease, in order to 
clearly set forth those marked points of 
difference which characterize this fever 
from any other, which as a class exist 
only In Typhoid Fever. 


After speaking about three quarters of 


an hour upon those peculiarities which 
exist in this fever, he was followed by

of Ccrro Gordo. He spoke of those points 
of similarity which at the onset exist be- 
tween Typhoid Fever and Typho Ma- 
laria and Remittent Fevers, and thcu 
with distinct clearness spoke of those 
points of difference which plainly bhow 
themselves as "Typhoid Fever" advanc- 
es. He reported some cases which late- 
ly came under his observation which 
were repotted to be Typhoid Fever, but 
proved themselves to be only Remittent 
foVOrs.
